How often have you really enjoyed a particular issue of a 


favorite computer magazine? @h, 1 know, if you listen to the 
publisher every issue is great. But in all candor, the newer 
issues of ANTIC, at least, seem to lack the impact of some of 
the older ones. Do you have a few old favorites? I sure do! 
For some of the newer geabers who haven't ever seen some of 
the classics, and for a few old members who had forgotten the 
gems back in those well worn pages, I thought I'd share ay 
views. 


My favorite of all times is the November 1987 ANTIC! It 
contained the best of the winning programs from the 1987 ANTIC 
programming contest and it was terrific! There was 
Critical-Path Project Manager, a first class effort by David 
Schwener, that introduced the #-bit Atari to the Critical Path 
Method (CPM) of project management. Ever worked a big event 
or project at home or work and felt you just couldn't get a 
handle on it? Then this is a super program for you. ‘You can 
do weddings, computer shows, and who knows what else. If you 
are into code, this basic program is one of the cleanest ever

Another useful program was WYSIWYG -- what you see is what you 
get -- a neat program for printing audio cassette labels for 
ali those audio cassette copies that seem to grow in numbers 
_ dike hangars in a closet, without. any clue as to what they 
contain. Chet Walters wrote this simple tool that really 
answers a practical need. Yet another terrific program in the 
Same issue was Al Filskov’s Bibliography Master. This 
through bibliography preparation without pain or strain, 
producing an excellent product. It does all the underlining, 
punctuation and spacing, then alphabetizes the result for you 
and formats it for printing on an Epson compatible or Star 
printer. Both ay college students have copies at school! All 
in all the November 87 issue is ay all-time favorite. And 
I’ve not even sentioned the Charies Cherry article on laptop 
to Atari interface that drove me to buy a Tandy portable 100 
laptop and learn to use it as a portable “Atari* keyboard. 


Perhaps the next best ANTIC was the following issue -- 
December 1987. It contained a Print Shop envelope maker. But 
the real claig to fame for this issue was the disk bonus 
program, ANTIC Publisher, a first class effort and fun prograa 
that is of commercial quality. 
disk price. Furthermore, it is right there in the P3ACE 
Library at Renaissance Computerware waiting to be signed out! 


Finally, one of the best magazine issues published this year 
15 January 1989, well worth having not so such for the 
programs it contains but for the Annual Shoppers Guide. It 
lists more than 275 8-bit products and 45 sanufacturers and 
publishers with addresses and phone numbers. The Mighty 
Lister program by Dr Phillip Bate also included converts the 
Mighty Nailer program published in September 19987 into an 
inventory database.

WORD UP - NEOCEPT’S GEM FOR GEM WORD PROCESSING 
Chris Smith 


It's traditional for a reviewer of word processors to clais to 
be using it to write the review. I suppose I should ‘fess up 
and admit at this point that I am using 1ST-WORD to write this 
review. That shouldn't be taken as evidence against Neocept's 
WORD UP, though, for it is a gem of a program for GEM word 
processing. That's a key point, by the way. WORD UP is a 
program which fully uses GEM features as they were intended, 
which is a powerful proposition. This article is doomed to 
become a mere ASCII text file, to be sent by modem to the 
editor and ultimately incorporated into a desktop publishing 
data file. Using WORD UP to produce ASCII files is classic 
overkill; it’s a task better suited for the nominally free 
1ST-WORD, or Micro-Emacs, or what-have-you. 

WORD UP isn't free. It’s listed at $79.95 currently but can 
be found in the $50 to $60 range. A lot is included. The 
manual is 280+ pages, in a ring binder, and is packaged with 
three disks and a warranty card. {1 sention the warranty card, 
because Neocept seems to have a very enlightened policy about 
bug fixes - I received a disk with a fix of another Neocept 
progras on it that I had registered with thea, and it was free 
and unsolicited -- no need to send in the old disk, etc. If 
they don’t watch out, they could give software publishers a 
good name.) fhe disks contain the program, GEM font files, 
GDOS and “assign.sys" files, printer drivers and a tutorial. 


WORD-UP is a full-featured word processor that supports 
mail-merge, aultiple fonts, graphics and pictures, super- and 
sub-scripts in addition to the usual functions of a word 
processor. Since WORD UP is a true GEM program, use of the 
mouse is fully supported. The most coamonly used acuse 
functions also have keyboard equivalents. There-are some neat 
For example, when you search for a word, you can 
specify that only boldface or italic varients of it are to be 
found. Advanced features are also included. The "Master 
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Pages” feature allows documents to be standardized. For 
example, letterhead paper with text and graphic effects can be 
created with master pages. Address and date placement, font 
selection and so on can be specified so that letters take on a 
unifora look. With different master pages, you can formalize 
your business letters but give an informal look to personal 
letters. 


It would be nice if WORD UP had a few more features. J would 
like to see Neocept add a page preview feature {to show a 
spall facsiaile isage of the way a page will appear when 
formatted) as well as a aultiple dictionary spelling checker. 
still, it’s hard to beat the features to price ratio of WORD 
UP if you need the features of a GEM based word processor. 


ATARI'S NOT COMPLETELY “SILENT BUTLER" -- A REVIEW 
Jia Cox : 


I've looked at a lot of accounting programs since we first 
bought an Atari 8-bit computer, and they almost all seem to 
share the same fault -- they are a "bear" to set up. Atari‘s 
The Bookeeper is a near professional system for the period in 
which it was written, but with an MBA I still struggled to get 
all the accounts set up and organized. Furthermore, it 
required alaost daily use to remain fasiliar with its systes 
of accounts and coding, not to sention al] the disk swaps. 1 
guess that’s why I gave it up. VisiCalc was ay next stop. It 
is far more suited to sy needs and I aust admit it is far aore 
flexible than any other accounting prograg, but it definitely 
isn't single entry. Likewise, it shares the fault of The 
Bookeeper and others -- set up requires lots of work! 


I guess that's why I finally bought Silent Butler. And I aust 
adait that it is my favorite for its siaplicity and tutorial 
approach. It is divided into two general areas called {for no 
logical reason I have figured out) Bookmark One, nine daily 
routine services, and Bookmark Two, nine additional, less 
routine services. After booting the program disk, you are 
provided an on-screen narrative dialogue from your “butler® 
who offers services and asks questions necessary to post 
required records. The most common coaputer operator responses 
are =“Y" for yes, "N® for no, and "RETURN." After asking you 
for the year, month and day, the butler leads you through the 
Bookmark One tasks one at a tige. If you need only to address 
a Specific task you can scroll through Bookmark One rather 
quickly or bypass it entirely for the second. Bookmark One 
tasks include the following: 


1) Change in Savings and Checking - for set up and update of 
account data 3 

2) Birthdays/Anniversaries/Resinders 

3) Fixed bills - those that recur every month in the same 
amount 

4) Savings accounts 

J) Checking Accounts 

6) Other Hills - recurring bills which vary in amount 

7) Current Reminders - from (2) above but for the current 
month ? 
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8) Current Bills - bill paying/tracking utility 
9! Bookmark Two - allows exit to Bookmark Two 
0) Finish tor Retire to Quarters) 


Using the numbers above you can jump from one specific service 
to another, and from one Bookmark to the other. 


Memory space is a little limited, but for family finances, the 
size limits are reasonable. Silent Butler accommodates three 
Savings accounts with the number of entries limited to 231, 
182, and 168 respectively. Three checking accounts are also 
accommodated with memory limits in total annual entries at 
1330, 637 and 3i5 respectively. The check print feature -- 
which also requires a special plastic check holder which must 
be mail ordered -- only works for checking account A. You 
must manually write checks from accounts B and £. This isn't 
a major problea for most families with a single checking 
account, but it does make Silent Butler less suitable for a 
s@all business. Checking also allows you to identify each 
check by Income and Expense category using the normal income 
tax categories, but you cannot add categories to tailor thes 
to your needs a5 you can in gore sophisticated prograas.

While Silent Butler is not a full scale bookeeping program, it 
is ideal for small family accounting needs. It is simple and 
you won't forget between sessions how to use it or how you set 
it up! The "butler" proapts you through. You will need a few 
extra working diskettes and, if you want to print checks, the 
aforeaentioned check holder. Another great advantage is that 
Silent Butler is reasonably copyable, or at least my copy was. 
{ was able to sake my own backup with SuperDOS, available 
under license through PSACE! 


And for any of you who are wondering about Silent Butler not 
really being so silent, his questions are accompanied by a 
doorbell like chime one might use to call his to your service. 
Ail in all, a very useful program well suited to the small 
family user.
